WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 7, 1914. 
The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Second Session of the Third 
Legislature of the Province of Alberta for the despatch of 
business, pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour George 
Hedley Vicars Bulyea, Lieutenant Governor, and the House 
having met, His Honour entered the House and, having taken 
his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the Session by 
the following gracious speech: 


‘‘MR. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“Tt gives me great pleasure to welcome you to the Second 
Session of the Third Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 

“The fact that the Empire of which we form a part is now 
in a state of War, renders the present occasion probably the 
most serious in the history of your Assembly, and your best 
efforts will be required to meet the unusual conditions consequent 
upon the existing state of affairs in the Empire. 

~ “As a consequence of the War it has been considered both 
a duty and a privilege that troops should be raised in the 
Dominion of Canada for the purpose of assisting His Majesty’s 
Government, and I feel deeply gratified that the people of 
Alberta have responded to this call in a larger proportion than 
any other Province in the Dominion of Canada. 

‘My Government has considered it advisable to give prac- 
tical assistance in the way of supplies to the Imperial Government, 
and the fact that the Province of Alberta was the first Province 
to take this course and, up to the present time, the most liberal 
in proportion to population, has been to me a source of great 
eratification and has received widespread commendation from 
all parts of the Empire. 
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“The practical unanimity with which the Civil Service of 
Alberta have approved the proposals for assistance to the 
dependants resident in Canada of those taking part in the 
War has been to me a source of great pleasure, and the liberal 
subscription will not only be of great assistance in itself but 
has already, as an example to others, greatly enlarged the 
funds of the Canadian Patriotic Association and will be of 
material benefit in saving from suffering those who should 
be the first care of our people. 

“Only absolutely essential Public Bills will be introduced 
at this Session, and as the Private Bills are limited in number _ 
it is hoped that at this serious time you may not be long detained 
from your other duties. — | 

“The Public Accounts for, the last fiscal year will be laid 
before you, as well as the Estimates of the amounts required 
for expenditure during the coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the requirements of the Public Service. 


‘“‘GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: — 


‘““T now leave you to the business of the Session, having 
full confidence that your deliberations will be Divinely guided 
to the best interests and welfare of the Province.”’

And further, that it be ordered that a copy of this resolution 
be duly forwarded to His Royal Highness, the Duke of Connaught, 
Governor General of Canada, with the humble request that the 
same be conveyed to His Majesty King George the Fifth, accom- 
panied by an expression of our appreciation of the noble senti- 
ments of His Majesty’s recent message to His people overseas, 
an assurance of our sincere attachment to His Throne and 
Person, and a prayer for the early and decisive success of His 
arms and those of His Allies in the titanic and unprecedented 
struggle in which they are now engaged for the lasting peace 
of Europe and the continuity of democratic civilization.

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To these Bills the Royal Assent was announced by the 
Clerk of the Legislative Assembly as follows:

“The Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta 
in Session assembled approach Your Honour at the close. of 
our labours with sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and humbly 
beg to present for Your Honour’s acceptance a Bill intituled 
‘An Act for Granting to His Majesty certain Sums of Money 
for the Public Service of the Fiscal Years ending respectively 
the Thirty-first day of December, 1913, and the Thirty-first 
day of December, 1914, and the Thirty-first day of December, 
1915, thus placing at the disposal of His Majesty the means 
by which the Government can be made efficient for the service 
and welfare of the Province of Alberta.” 


To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly. in the following words: i 


“His Honour the Lieutenant Governor doth thank His 
Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence, 
and assents to this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 


His Honour was then pleased to deliver the following 
Speech: 


‘“Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


‘It affords me much pleasure to be able to congratulate you 
on the result of your labours in this the Second Session of the 
Third Legislature of the Province. 

‘‘T have given my assent to the legislation you have enacted 
in the full assurance that it has been conceived and carried 
out in the best interests of the Province as a whole. 

‘“You may be assured that the supplies you have voted 
for the needs of my administration for the year 1915 will be 
used with wise economy. I thank you for your liberality in 
this regard and, in discharging you from further attendance, 
would assure you of my good wishes for the health and welfare 
of you all.” |

“Tt is His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s will and 
pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued, 
and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”’
